tribesmen, who, according to the 
Arab tradition, are the descendants 
of the mediaeval European 
erusadera and are regarded as

for some years to come.’ In these 
modern and ,material days, the 
colourful flora) displays . which 
daily greet the eye of the way- 
farer, may appear a trifle incpn- 
gruous in the heart of the city, 
Dut the disappearance of ‘the 
apectacle {s one we should be 
loathe to observe. unless in cir- 
cumstances which render its re- 
moval imperative.
